Terms and Conditions of Auction 


AUCTIONEER AND AUCTION:

BUYER’S PREMIUM:

1890-S MS64 PCGS. Dazzling mint luster and sharply struck, 
the only mentionable flaw is a shallow scrape across the cheek of 
Liberty. (#7 202) 

1890- S MS64 NGC. Attractively toned in variegated shades of 
sea-green and antique-gold over the obverse. The reverse is much 
lighter with a peripheral ring of rich golden patina. Well struck 
with a few inconspicuous marks.(#7202) 

1891 MS64 PCGS. Well struck and untoned, with bright frosty 
luster and a mildly scuffy obverse appearance that limits the 
grade to MS64- Very scarce any finer.(#7204) 

1891- CC AU58 NGC. VAM-3. A Top 100 Variety. Many observ¬ 
ers would consider this lustrous and bold Carson City Dollar to 
be Mint State, although a hint of friction is evident on the hair 
above the ear. Lightly marked for the near-Mint level.(#7206) 

1891-CC MS62 NGC. Softly struck over the centers, with light 
toning, flashy semi-prooflike reflectivity in the fields, and mild 
scuffiness, mostly on the left side of the obverse, that limits the 
assigned grade of the piece.

1891-0 MS62 ANACS. Bright, lustrous surfaces exhibit wisps of 
light tan patina, especially on the reverse. Small contact marks on 
Liberty’s cheek, jaw, and neck limit the grade.(#7208) 

1891-0 MS63 ANACS. Brilliant surfaces exhibit radiant lus¬ 
ter, and a few minute contact marks and scuffs on Liberty’s 
cheek and neck, and in the obverse fields. The design elements 
are sharply struck, except that the hair over Liberty’s ear is 
soft.(#7208) 

1891-0 MS63 ANACS. Essentially untoned and shimmering 
scarcer date Dollar that has no heavy marks but the strike is 
slightly blunt at the center of the reverse.(#7208) 

1891- S MS64 NGC. Deep gray toning overall with rose accents 
around the devices. Strong underlying mint luster.(#7210) 

1892 MS62 ANACS. VAM-5. Liberty’s profile and the initial let¬ 
ters in E PLURIBUS UNUM are noticeably die doubled. Blushes 
of chestnut color frame the cream-gray centers. A suitably struck 
example of this relatively low mintage P-mint issue.(#7212) 

1892 MS64 PCGS. Brilliant and very clean for a non-Gem coin, 
the striking details are unusually well defined for this issue. A 
small speck of grease was struck into the planchet in the hair just 
over Liberty’s ear.(#7212) 

1892- CC AU50 ANACS. Fair amounts of original mint luster 
can still be seen around the devices. Only the peripheries show a 
light trace of toning, otherwise brilliant.(#7214) 

1892-0 MS62 ANACS. Bright lustrous surfaces reveal hints of 
faded mauve patina on the obverse borders. The design elements 
are adequately struck, though weakness is noted in the hair above 
Liberty’s ear and on the eagle’s breast. A few marks and scuffs 
on Liberty’s cheek and neck and in the left (facing) obverse field 
limit the grade.(#7216) 

1892- 0 MS63 NGC. Typically soft above the ear, and on the 
eagle’s breast, with bright, fully lustrous, barely marked surfaces, 
and splendid eye appeal.(#7216) 

1893— Rims Filed, Whizzed—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. 
The obverse rim is filed, most prominently near 1 and 7 o’clock. 
The surfaces are unnaturally glossy, and have toned in dappled 
lavender and apricot colors.(#7220) 

1893 AU55 ANACS. Bright luster is extensive but does not fully 
penetrate the fields. The reverse rim has a couple of minor marks 
at 12 o’clock. The top of the 3 in the date is recut, a feature often 
seen on this low mintage issue.(#7220) 

1893 AU55 ANACS. A brilliant and bold low mintage Silver 
Dollar. The bright luster is extensive but not quite complete. A 
minor rim ding at 1 o’clock is barely worthy of mention. The 3 in 
the date is recut north.(#7220) 
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966 1893 AU55 ANACS. Just the slightest bit of friction is evident j 
on this still-lustrous Choice AU coin. Lightly toned and very 
attractive for the budget-minded collector.

Silver-gray surfaces exhibit soft luster and a few 
minute bag marks, especially on the obverse. The design features I 
are generally well struck.

12. This mildly cleaned better date Carson City Dollar has slate- 
gray centers and peripheral sea-green and golden-brown patina. A

969 1893-CC—Scratched, Cleaned, Rim Damaged—ANACS. VF 
Details, Net Fine 12. This key date Carson City Dollar has a trio 
of moderate rim dings between 6 and 9 o’clock on the reverse, 
and several wispy pinscratches cross the central reverse. AMER¬ 
ICA is thickly hairlined, but the remainder of the coin is only 
mildly cleaned.(#7222) 

970 1893-CC Fine 12 ANACS. Heavily worn, the surfaces are pale 
gray overall with a few dabs of darker color around the date area 
and some darker outlining around the devices. Still, an impor- j 
tant CC issue in any condition and always of interest to collec- 
tors.(#7222) 

971 1893-CC—Graffiti Obverse-ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. A 
name has been lightly inscribed on the cheek in cursive letters. 
Subsequent circulation has made the name illegible. The figure 
“$100 is delicately pinscratched into Liberty’s neck. The reverse 
has a small spot at 8 o’clock and a mark on the wing near the 
first A in AMERICA. A key date.

972 1893-0—Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. Pale 
gray patina over each side with minimal abrasions for the 
grade.(#7224) 

973 1893-0 Fine 15 ANACS. Extensively worn over the devices, the 
light gray surfaces show deep gray patina around the and within 
the recesses of the devices.(#7224) 

974 1893-0 VF20 ANACS. Due to its relatively low mintage of 
300,000 pieces struck, the ‘93-0 is scarce in all grades. The light 
gray surfaces are fairly clean, save for a couple of toned-over pin- 
scratches above the eagle. This coin will fit comfortably into a J 
mid-grade Morgan dollar set.(#7224) 

975 18930—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. A brilliant 
example of this scarce O-mint from the mid-1890s. A couple of 
shallow diagonal scratches are seen across the face of Liberty.

976 1893-0—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Light gray 
surfaces with hints of gold color at the rims. Not a bad appearing 
example.(#7224) 

977 1894-0 AU50 NGC. Medium chestnut patina enriches the 
borders of this richly detailed Silver Dollar. A mark on the cheek¬ 
bone provides the sole detraction. A conditionally elusive issue, 
most of the mintage must have entered commerce rather than 
kept as backing for Silver Certificates.(#7230) 

978 1894-0 AU53 ANACS. A lightly circulated and nearly untoned 
better date Silver Dollar. Luster fills the borders and devices. 
The 1894-0 has the highest production of the 1893 to 1895 ; 
issues, but survivors are nonetheless scarce in AU and finer I 
grades.(#7230) 

979 1894-0 AU55 ANACS. Bright surfaces display tan and charcoal- 
gray peripheral toning that frames nearly untoned centers. The j 
design features are nicely defined, though the hair above Liberty’s 
ear is weak. The surfaces are relatively clean, showing just a few 
minute marks on Liberty’s cheek and neck.(#7230) 

980 1894-0 AU58 PCGS. Brilliant with nearly complete mint luster 
and just a bit of friction present, but softly struck in the cen- 
ters.(#7230) 


981 1894-0 AU58 ANACS. Even gray-lilac toning covers each side 
with rose accents around the outer legends. Much of the original 
mint luster still remains on this scarcer O-mint dollar.(#7230) 

982 1894-0 AU58 ANACS. Lightly toned with a diagonal grease stain 
(as struck) by star 8, the striking details are sharp for the issue and 
there is just the slightest trace of friction over the highpoints.

983 1894-S—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net AU50. 
An unnaturally bright better date Silver Dollar, the luster is 
diminished but nonetheless present throughout the borders. A 
vertical pinscratch is inside the left half of the wreath, no other 
marks are relevant.(#7232) 

984 1894-S AU50 ANACS. Brilliant throughout with consider¬ 
able reflectivity remaining in the fields. An important issue 
for date collectors as it is the most obtainable of all the 1894 
issues.(#7232) 

985 1894-S—Cleaned Obverse—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. 
Fully struck, this brilliant coin shows light hairlining on the 
obverse. A couple of more noticeable field marks are located just 
above star 2.

986 1894-S—Environmental Damage—ANACS. Unc Details, Net 
AU55. The luster is subdued by a blanket of creamy olive, 
sky-blue, and apricot patina.

The strike is a bit soft in the cen- 
ters.(#7232) 

987 1894-S MS61 NGC. A sharply struck example of this popular 
issue. Brilliant throughout but a bit lackluster, the surfaces show 
a few small abrasions, the most obvious ones located on the neck 
and jawline of Liberty.

988 1895-0 XF45 PCGS. This key date in the Morgan dollar series 
possesses silver-gray surfaces that display traces of luster in the 
protected areas. Just a few minute marks are apparent on Liber¬ 
ty’s cheek, none of which are bothersome. The design elements 
are well defined, though the hair over Liberty’s ear is soft.(#7236) 

989 1895-0 AU50 NGC. Golden-brown color endows the obverse 
periphery, this rare date New Orleans Dollar otherwise is mostly 
dove-gray in hue. There is no shortage of luster throughout pro¬ 
tected areas. The obverse has a few moderate handling marks. 
The peak of the 5 is recut.(#7236) 

990 1895-0 AU50 NGC. A lightly toned and mildly glossy example 
of this key date O-mint Dollar. Luster frequents the borders and 
is also present within protected areas of the devices. Minor rim 
dings are noted near 3 o’clock on each side.(#7236) 

991 189 5-S/S—Corroded, Cleaned-ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. 
VAM-3. A Hot 50 Variety. The mintmark is widely repunched. 
Fine hairlines are visible on the light gray surfaces, being a little 
more obvious on the obverse. A few minute marks are not both¬ 
ersome, and some limited spots of corrosion are noted on the 
reverse. Scarce in all grades.(#7238) 

992 1895-S—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. The cheek 
and fields exhibit wispy hairlines, however, this rare date dol¬ 
lar has mostly retoned in forest-green and golden-brown col- 
ors.(#7238) 

993 1895-S/S—Whizzed—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. VAM-3. 
A Hot 50 Variety. Minimally marked but dull from the effects of 
whizzing.(#7238) 

994 1896 MS66 PCGS. Well struck, nearly untoned, and frosty, with 
a few peripheral die cracks (as struck) on the reverse, and a couple 
of noticeable milling marks in the reverse fields. A beautiful pre¬ 
mium Gem. Just nineteen pieces have been assessed at a loftier 
grade level by PCGS (3/05).(#7240) 

995 1896-0 AU50 NGC. Light golden-brown luster fills the bor¬ 
ders, while the centers are gunmetal-gray in color. A couple 
of marks are on the face, but the surfaces are generally quite 
smooth.(#7242) 
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996 1896-0 AU55 ANACS. Lightly toned, most of the original mint 
luster remains on each side of this attractive Choice AU exam- 
ple.(#7242) 

997 1896-0 AU58 NGC. Very close to Mint State, the luster is 
essentially unbroken although the eagle’s breast displays a hint of 
friction. A lightly marked silver-gray example of this conditionally 
difficult issue.(#7242) 

998 18960 AU58 NGC. Almost complete mint luster remains on 
this condition rarity. Just the slightest bit of friction is seen over 
Liberty’s cheek. Brilliant with a remarkably sharp strike for this 
issue.(#7242) 

999 18960 AU58 ANACS. Light tan and mauve patina. A hint of rub 
on the eagle’s breast prevents an Uncirculated grade, although the 
cartwheel luster rolls across the fields and Liberty’s cheek. A pin- 
scratch in the field near the nose is barely worthy of mention.

Lightly and evenly worn over the highpoints with unnaturally 
bright surfaces from cleaning.(#7244) 

1001 1896-S XF45 ANACS. This scarcer date Silver Dollar possesses 
light gold and sky-gray color, and is free from distraction aside 
from minor reverse rim dings at 9 and 11 o’clock.(#7244) 

1002 1897 MS65 PCGS. A brilliant Gem with a pronounced satiny 
appearance in the fields. Not quite fully defined.(#7246) 

1003 1897-0 MS61 NGC. Silver-gray surfaces display light gold peripher¬ 
al toning and somewhat subdued luster. A few contact marks and | 
scuffs are apparent on the obverse. The motifs are generally well 
impressed, except for weakness in the hair over Liberty’s ear.

1004 1897-S MS64 NGC. Fully defined in all areas, the fields have just 

a hint of reflectivity, and the surfaces are brilliant overall.(#7250) I 

1005 1897-S MS65 NGC. A lovely, lustrous example of this scarcer, 
late-date S-mint. Well struck, the surfaces display just the slightest ; 
bit of toning on each side.(#7250) 

1006 1898 MS65 Prooflike PCGS. Nicely struck, except for softness 
in the hair above Liberty's ear. The brilliant surfaces offer mild 
design-field contrast. A couple of trivial marks on Liberty’s cheek j 
are mentioned for accuracy.(#7253) 

1007 1898 MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Well struck with 
a light coating of creamy, milky toning over both sides, highly 
reflective fields, and a few wispy contact marks on both obverse 
and reverse. Population: 93 in 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike, 33 finer 
(2/05).(#97253) 

1008 1898-0 MS66 PCGS. Fully lustrous and highly attractive with 
vivid orange and rose toning on both sides.(#7254) 

1009 1898-0 MS66 NGC. Superb surfaces overall with bright, cor¬ 
uscating luster. There are virtually no significant abrasions on 
either side, and the coin is brilliant except for scattered bits of 
russet and golden color on both obverse and reverse. The design 
elements are sharply struck, except for a touch of softness in the I 
hair above Liberty*s ear.(#7254) 

1010 1898-0 MS66 PCGS. Smooth, silver-gray lustrous surfaces are the 
hallmark of this O-mint Morgan dollar. The design features are 
well impressed, further adding to the coin’s eye appeal.(#7254) 

1011 1898-S MS60 ANACS. Wisps of tan color visit this lustrous and 
boldly struck Silver Dollar. A horizontal pinscratch on the cheek 
limits the grade.(#7256) 

1012 1898-S—Scratched—ANACS. Unc Details, Net MS60. Lustrous, 
nearly untoned surfaces display a few short pinscratches on 
Liberty’s cheek and neck.(#7256) 

1013 1899 MS63 ANACS. Lightly toned, lustrous surfaces offer some 
prooflike characteristics, particularly on the reverse.(#7258) 
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1014 1899 MS64 PCGS. Virtually untoned, just showing the slight¬ 
est milky patina and really presenting as a brilliant coin. A well 
struck and problem-free example of this popular issue that has a 
low official mintage.(#7258) 

1015 1899 MS64 NGC. Sharply struck and mostly brilliant except for 
a few scattered spots of deeper golden on the reverse. A popular, 
low mintage issue.(#7258) 

1016 1899-0 MS66 PCGS. The brilliant surfaces sparkle with satiny 
luster and the cheek of Liberty is smooth and unaffected by post- 
striking impairments.(#7260) 

1017 1899-0 MS66 NGC. Peripheral golden-brown hues illuminate 
this highly lustrous and crisply struck premium Gem. A few faint 
grazes determine the grade.(#7260) 

1018 1899-0 MS66 PCGS. A lustrous and essentially brilliant pre¬ 
mium Gem with spectacularly clean surfaces and a decent strike. 
Not a rare New Orleans issue, but conditionally challenging in 
such exemplary condition.(#7 260) 

1019 1899-0 MS66 PCGS. Intricately detailed and brilliant with the 
usual satin-like mint luster. A clean example of this late-date O- 
mint dollar.(#7260) 

1020 1900 MS65 NGC. Excellent mint luster with golden-blue accents 
around the margins. A bit softly struck in the centers.(#7264) 

1021 1900 MS65 NGC. A brilliant and booming Gem that has a rea¬ 
sonable strike and an unmarked portrait. Struck from moderately 
rotated dies.(#7264) 

1022 1900 MS65 NGC. Golden-brown patina enriches the obverse 
border between 1 and 6 o’clock, however, the remainder of this 
lustrous and typically struck Gem is nearly untoned. The reverse 
is especially undisturbed by contact.(#7264) 

1023 1900-S MS63 ANACS. A brilliant and semi-prooflike representa¬ 
tive of this better date dollar. Attractively preserved, and worthy 
of bidder evaluation.(#7270) 

1024 1900-S MS64 NGC. A few miniscule marks in the left obverse 
field keep this sharply struck, faintly toned S-mint from full Gem 
status.(#7270) 

1025 1901 AU50 ANACS. Lightly toned with only minor scuffiness 
from a brief stint in circulation. High grade, yet affordable, qual¬ 
ity for this scarce P-mint, with Mint State pieces commanding at 
least five times that of an AU.(#7272) 

1026 1901 AU50 ANACS. Moderately toned and displaying the 
subdued, satiny appearance that this key Morgan is known 
for.(#7272) 

1027 1901 AU53 ANACS. Light rose colored peripheral toning. A 
well struck example of this key date that retains slight portions of 
mint luster around the devices.(#7272) 

1028 1901 AU58 NGC. The cartwheel luster is essentially unbroken, 
although this silver-gray and tan better date Silver Dollar does 
have a few moderate handling marks on the left obverse.(#7272) 

1029 1901 AU58 ANACS. Just the slightest bit of friction keeps this 
from the Uncirculated category. Pronounced golden and blue 
peripheral toning is seen on each side.(#7272) 

1030 1901-S—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Retoned 
in powder-blue and peach colors, the surfaces are glossy and 
the luster is subdued. A faintly granular streak reaches Liberty’s 
ear.(#7276) 

1031 1902 MS65 PCGS. A thin overlay of tan and apricot color 
caresses the clean, lustrous surfaces of this Gem. The design fea¬ 
tures are well impressed, though the hair over Liberty’s ear is a bit 
soft.(#7278) 

1032 1902-0 MS65 Prooflike NGC. Fully struck throughout, this 
flashy Gem has apricot patina splashed over the center of the 
reverse, with an essentially untoned obverse. The fields are highly 
reflective, and there are a few small contact marks, on each side 
of the coin, that prevent an even loftier grade assessment.(#7281) 

1033 1902-S AU55 ANACS. Brilliant with most of the mint luster 
remaining. Lightly abraded.(#7282) 
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1034 1902-S AU58 ANACS. Bright silvery surfaces retain nice lus- I 
ter, and exhibit well defined motifs. A few minute contact J 
marks are apparent, the most noticeable located on Liberty’s 
eyebrow.(#7282) 

1035 1902-S MS63 PCGS. This conservatively graded example is 
untoned, with a pleasing satiny-frosty sheen over both sides, and 
absolutely minimal surface marks, for the assigned grade. The 
centers are especially clean.(#7282) 

1036 1903-0 VG10 ANACS. Light gray surfaces display a few minute 
marks, though none are out of line with the grade designation. 
This is a decent coin for a low to mid grade Morgan dollar 
set.(#7286) 

1037 1903-0 MS61 ANACS. Crisply struck and moderately abraded 
with suitable luster and consistent light honey patina.(#7286) 

1038 1903-0 MS63 ANACS. The nearly white surfaces display a satiny- 
texture, and a few minor marks and scuffs, particularly on the 
obverse, that limit the grade. The design elements are fairly well j 
defined, though the hair above Liberty’s ear and the eagle’s breast 
feathers are flat.(#7286) 

1039 1903-0 MS63 ANACS. Dappled mauve patina graces this lus¬ 
trous and attractively preserved Silver Dollar. Regarded as a great 
rarity prior to the distribution of the Treasury hoard during the 
early 1960s, the 1903-0 remains the toughest of the post-1897 O- 
mint issues.(#7286) 

1040 1903-0 MS64 ANACS. A lightly toned, crisply struck, and fully 
lustrous better date near-Gem. The fields are very clean, while a 
few marks on the lower cheek deny a higher grade.(#7 286) 

1041 1903-0 MS64 PCGS. Essentially brilliant and free from overly 
offensive surface marks. This once-rare issue is particularly desir¬ 
able in this lofty grade.(#7286) 

1042 1903-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. A hint of 
old color visits the obverse, while the reverse is untoned. A 
airlined better date silver dollar with a few distributed moderate 

handling marks.(#7288) 

1043 1903-S—Reverse Cleaned-ANACS. AU Details, Net AU50. 
Sharply struck and mostly brilliant with a light accent of golden 
toning around the margins.(#7288) 

1044 1904 MS64 ANACS. Despite an occasional blush of deeper 
golden-brown color, this lustrous and sharply struck Morgan Dol¬ 
lar is generally lightly toned. The fields are beautifully preserved, | 
and the cheek is only faintly grazed.(#7290) 

1045 1904-0 MS65 Prooflike NGC. An exceptionally pleasing, 
late-date prooflike O-mint dollar. The striking details are fully 
brought up and the fields are highly reflective. There are no men- 
tionable abrasions on either side of this solid Gem coin.(#7293) 

1046 1904-S XF45 NGC. A scarce date Morgan Dollar that retains 
glimpses of its original luster about the stars and legends. Prob- j 
fern-free for the grade, this lightly toned piece has no relevant 
marks.(#7294) 

1047 1904-S AU50 ANACS. Lightly toned with surprisingly strong 
mint luster for a coin that has seen ten points of wear.(#7294) 

1048 1921 MS64 PCGS. Excellent definition exists on the design ele¬ 
ments, and a few freckles of olive-green patina ride over highly | 
lustrous surfaces. Minute contact marks on Liberty’s cheek and 
forehead limit the grade.(#7296) 

1049 1921 MS65 PCGS. A wonderful Gem-quality example with frosty 
silver luster. An attractive 1921 Morgan.(#7296) 

1050 1921 MS65 NGC. A brilliant, beautifully preserved, and frosty 
Gem. The cheek is well struck, and only the rims at 3 o’clock and 
a small portion of the wreath exhibit any softness.(#7296) 

1051 1921 MS65 NGC. Superb mint frost and brilliant with strong 
striking details.(#7296) 

1052 1921 MS65 NGC. Nearly fully struck, only a couple of leaves 
opposite the arrowheads have not received a complete blow from 
the dies. Brilliant and highly lustrous, this attractive Gem displays 
only the faintest contact.(#7296) 


1053 1921 MS65 NGC. Even golden-brown toning drapes each side of 
this lustrous Gem.(#7296) 

1054 1921-D MS64 PCGS. Lustrous and overlaid with speckled gold¬ 
en-olive toning.(#7298) 

1055 1921-D MS65 PCGS. The design elements are sharply struck on 
this D-mint Morgan, and lustrous surfaces display light periph¬ 
eral toning. A couple of minute marks on Liberty’s forehead are 
mentioned for accuracy.(#7 298) 

1056 1921-D MS65 PCGS. Wisps of russet color visit the borders, but 
this lustrous and splendidly preserved Gem is mostly brilliant. 
The strike is good although not exceptional. In a green label 
holder.(#7298) 

1057 1921-D MS65 PCGS. Peripheral russet toning is joined by accents 
of lilac and steel-blue on portions of the obverse rim. The design 
features are sharply struck, and lustrous surfaces are devoid of any 
significant marks.(#7298) 

1058 1921-D MS65 ANACS. A highly lustrous and sharply struck 
example of this one-year type.

A few minute handling marks are noted on Liberty’s cheek and 
neck.

Well struck, with a light veneer ot cham¬ 
pagne-gold color over lustrous surfaces, over which a few speckles 
of olive and reddish-green dance. The design elements are well 
struck throughout. Small marks on Liberty’s neck and on the 
eagle limit the grade.(#7375) 

1076 1935 AU58 PCGS. A conservatively graded example showing 
smooth, lustrous surfaces and just a hint of pale golden color.

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1838—Scratched, Damaged—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. 
Breen-6514, Large Arrows, Small 5, McCloskey 1-A, R.2. A cou¬ 
ple of almost invisible scratches show in the upper left obverse 
field and a tiny indention is above the eagle’s neck. Still, a pleas¬ 
ant type coin candidate.(#8176) 

LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

1841 VF20 NGC. Green-gold in color with orange highpoints. A 
circulated example of this unappreciated and low mintage Phila¬ 
delphia Mint issue.(#8202) 

1853—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Well defined 
throughout, the surfaces are noticeably dull from the listed clean- 
ing.(#8253) 

1857—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Only 98,188 
pieces were struck of the 1857 half eagle and it is seldom seen 
above the XF grade level. This is a sharply struck example that 
has generous portions of mint luster evident even though lightly 
hairlined. Only the smallest abrasions are evident on each side.
